This Collection, which is the result of much time and labour cheerfully bestowed, is con 
posed of many of the best and most popular hymns of the day ; and the Compilers tak 
this opportunity of expressing their deep sense of the obligation under which they ax 
laid to those who have so kindly placed at their disposal many of the best hymns in thi 
book, also to the superintendents of Sunday schools and other earnest friends of Methodism 
throughout Great Britain and Ireland, for the invaluable help they have rendered in th* 
compilation of this volume, which it is hoped will be found of great service, not onlj 
in the school, but also in the family circle. 

These hymns are published as a Supplement in connection with the Wesleyan Metho- 
dist Hyum-Book, to provide the means, so long and earnestly desired, by which every 
Sunday scholar may possess a hymn-book for the services of both school and sanctuary, 
and at a price so moderate as to bring it within the reach of alL 

This book has been entered at Stationers' Hall. The entire profits will be applied 
to the Worn-out Ministers' and Ministers' Widows' Auxiliary Fund. 

It will be observed that Choruses are introduced in some of the hymns in this Collec- 
tion, but as the hymns are complete in themselves, the choruses may (when preferred) 
be omitted ; or, on the other hand, they may very appropriately be used with many other 
hymns in the book beside those with which they stand connected. Arrangements of 
this kind admits of »much larger variety of tunes being used. 

A welcome feature will also be found in the introduction of a small selection of Anthems
